Move For Grand Jury In 
District Court To Probe 
Executive Acts.

temporary restraining order prevent­ 
ing the state election board from cer­ 
tifying the returns from yesterday’s 
special election was issued in state 
district court here today upon appli­ 
cation of counsel for Governor J. C. 
Walton. 
The order was granted immediate­ 
ly after the executive’s petition was 
filed before Judge Tom CL Chambers, 
Jr. 
It enjoins W. C. McAlister, sec­ 
retary; 
John P. Logan, 
“ deposed” 
chairman; 
Ira Mitchell, newly ap­ 
pointed chairman, and Claude Baker, 
member, from certifying the returns 
of “the pretended election’’ to the 
secretary of state. 
The action was 
brought by Mr. Walton as governor. 
At the same time, it. was announc­ 
ed by Campbell Russell, former chair­ 
man of the state corporation board 
and a leader in the opposition to Gov. 
Walton, that he would file immedi­ 
ately a petition for a grand jury in 
district court to investigate official 
acts of the executive. 
Mr. Russell 
circulated the petition on the streets 
early today" 
The 
petition, 
Mr. 
Russell 
said, 
would seek an investigation of alleg­ 
ed misuse of public funds by Gover­ 
nor Walton and also would direct an 
inquiry into the governor’s actions in 
commissioning thousands of special 
state police. 
A former grand jury called upon 
petition circulated by' Mr. Russell to 
investigate the executive’s use of 
public moneys was stopped by the 
military 
authorities 
who trained a 
machine gun on the grand jury room. 
The charge of

governor used state employes con­ 
trary to law in checking signatures 
on the initiated petition, approved 
yesterday at the polls, to provide a 
way for the legislature to meet with­ 
out his call to review official acts of 
state officers.

against the election board was set 
for October 9.

Judge Chambers is an appointee 
of Governor Walton. 
In his application for the restrain­ 
ing order the executive alleged the 
election was invalid, because of the 
question to he voted upon had not 
been properly published previous to 
the election, according to law. 
He 
charged that special officers appoint­ 
ed by sheriffs throughout the state 
had intimidated voters, that the Kit 
Klux Elan exerted repressive meas­ 
ures against the electorate and that 
approximately 
200,000 
voters were 
not permitted to cast tHeir ballots. 
The governor set out that he is 
endangered by the “pretended” elec­ 
tion in that it gives the legislature 
an “apparent” ground for holding an 
immediate Impeachment session. 
It was explained that the restrain­ 
ing order will not interfere with the 
functioning of county board, which 
are still at liberty to tabulate returns 
and certify them to the state board.

3.—National 
banks are forbidden by law from en­ 
gaging in the branch 
banking busi­ 
ness, even within the cities in which 
they are located, Attorney General 
Daugherty holds in an opinion ex­ 
plained today to the joint congres­ 
sional banking commission by Comp­ 
troller of the Currency Dawes. 
Such banks may, however, extend 
facilities for receiving deposits and 
lashing checks within the limits of 
the city. 
Comptroller Dawes refer­ 
red to these facilities as 
“tellers’ 
windows” and 
intimated 
that 
no 
other functions, 
such 
as 
making 
loans 
or 
purchasing 
securities, 
should be ra id e d en at these win­ 
dows.

EUREKA. Cal., Oct. 3.—Alex K<ds, 
wealthy butcher of Lodi, Cal., con­ 
fessed early this morning to authori­ 
ties that he killed a stranger on his 
ranch near Lodi, September 12. set 
fire to a hay stack near his automo­ 
bile to burn the body and disappear­ 
ed from sight in order to enable his 
wife to collect his insurance money, 
amounting to $100,000. 
Announcement of the confession 
was made by Assistant District At­ 
torney 
JI. G. Woodward 
of 
San 
Joaquin county, after he and Sheriff 
W. H. Riecks had grilled Eels for 
nearly four hours. 
The hoax was 
carried out, Kels told the officers, 
because he was in financial distress. 
Who the man was that he killed, he 
declared he did not know. He picked 
the stranger up at a Lodi free em­ 
ployment agency, he said, and took 
to his ranch. 
There he shot the 
stranger twice, killing him. 
He then 
put the 
body 
in his automobile, 
covered it with a laprobe and drove 
about in the vicinity all day. 
He 
stopped at Lodi late in the day at an 
oil filling station and obtained some 
gasoline, later driving to the ranch, 
where the body was found. 
Heaping 
the hay around the machine, he set 
fire to it and fled from the scene, 
walking to Sacramento, where be­ 
gan a trip over the southwest includ­ 
ing Texas, which later led him to 
Eureka, where he was arrested Mon­ 
day night. 
The two officers left here this 
morning for Lodi with Kels. 
The confession came after persis­ 
tent denials by Kels that he had had 
a hand in the death of the man who 
for nearly three weeks was believed 
to be Kels himself and whose body 
was buried 
after 
one of the most 
elaborate funeral services ever held 
in San Joaquin county. 
Kels told the authorities that lie 
conceived the plan himself and never 
expected to realize on the insurance 
money but to assure his wife of get­ 
ting it and enabling her to discharge 
business obligations he had contract­ 
ed. 
His wife, an expectant mother, 
is in a serious condition at her home 
in Lodi and has not been told Kels 
is alive and under arrest. 
Kels was prominent in the com­ 
munity around Lodi. 
Soon 
after 
tho 
funeral 
Sheriff 
Riecks, in conjunction with the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office, at Stockton, 
began an investigation 
of 
certain 
circumstances. 
The victim in the 
burned automobile 
had 
but 
three 
teeth; Kels was known to have a full 
set. 
An analysis of tho dead man’s 
stomach showed no trace of the sar­ 
dines Kels 
was 
reported to have 
eaten a short time before the charred 
body was found. 
When a former resident of Lodi 
notified the authorities that he had 
seen Kels in Reno, Nevada, the in­ 
quiry seemed nearing culmination. 
In the next few days, he was re­ 
ported seen at points in California 
and a man of his description was 
finally traced to Eureka. 
The name #f the stranger hired 
by Kels at the 
Lodi 
employment 
agency September 12, has not been 
learned. 
Kels is expected to 
be 
started 
for Lodi to face a charge of murder.

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THE LEAGUE’S PRESTIGE. 
Stephen G. Porter, chairman of the for­ 
eign affairs committee of the house of rep­ 
resentatives, will find himself in hot water 
with some of his colleagues if he doesn’t 
look out. 
Just now he is in Geneva repre­ 
senting the 
United States 
government in 
the measures which it is taking in coopera­ 
tion with the League of Nations for the sup­ 
pression of the opium traffic; and in an ad­ 
dress before the League council Mr. Porter 
spoke eulogistically of the effectiveness of 
the League, declaring that the new interna­ 
tional opium 
conference 
should be held 
under the League's auspices because then 
it would have behind it the League s pres­ 
tige and get better results than if it were 
called by any nation acting independently. 
This utterance by the chairman of the 
house foreign relations committee is the 
more notable because it conies at a time 
when many of the spokesmen and organs 
of Mr. Porter’s party are still gloating over 
w hat they have been pleased to regard as 
the League’s ineffectiveness in the Italian- 
Greek muddle. When Mussolini defied the 
League and dismay was so plainly evident 
at Geneva a perfect 
chorus 
of 
delight 
swelled up from the anti-Leaguers in this 
country. 
It mattered nothing to them that 
another w ar was threatened. 
W hat pleas­ 
ed and thrilled them 
was 
the 
League’s 
seeming impotence and the prospect that 
irs failure to meet the crisis would mean 
its dissolution. 
Its effectiveness was a 
minus quantity, they declared with glee, 
its prestige was zero. 
How disagreeable 
of Mr. Porter to come along now and de­ 
clare the League the most effective force 
in Europe and its prestige higher than that 
of any European nation! 
The fact is that Mr. Porter is right and 
he is right not only as regards the special 
question of opium traffic suppression, but 
as regards the whole European situation. 
The League is meeting 
the 
crisis which 
Mussolini created. 
It reeled and bent un­ 
der the blow dealt it, but it did not break 
and now it is getting stronger every day. 
Mussolini has retreated and he will retreat 
further— not all the way, but far enough to 
m ake the outcome a distinct and pretty im­ 
pressive victory for the League.

Representative Porter, who is on the spot, 
perceives this, for otherwise he would cer­ 
tainly not have 
spoken 
as he has.

should have some interesting things to tell

The prospect of the settlement of the 
New York pressmen’s strike is received by 
the advertisers with rejoicing. 
The dwarf 
combination paper 
which the New York 
dailies have 
been 
getting out during the 
strike affords scant space for advertising, 
what little there is being taken up mainly 
by the small amusement advertisements. 
As a consequence business 
has 
seriously 
suffered, the bad effects, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch, being reflected 
in all branches of finance, commerce and 
industry. 
Even Wall 
street, 
which 
has 
been somewhat skeptical as to the value of 
the little advertising it did, has discovered 
its mistake, now realizing how much its cus­ 
tomers depend on newspaper advertising 
for their information on the things in which 
the street deals. 
Several big offerings of 
bonds, says the dispatch, which were to be 
put out during the week, have been held 
off because of the 
lack 
of 
advertising 
space. 
The department stores were not­ 
ably hard hit. 
Their managers complain 
that inability to promote sales through the 
newspaper columns is felt as a serious han­ 
dicap at the opening of the fall session.

leading department stores began printing

DEATH TOLL BY 
ACCIDENTS HEAVY 


By the Associated Freas. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 2.—Accid­ 
ents in the United States during 
1922 exacted a toll of approximately 
75,300 human lives an increase of 
nearly 2,000 over the estimated num­ 
ber for the previous year, a com­ 
mittee report declared today at the 
National Safety Congress. 
Although there has been a decline 
in the accidental death rate for IO to 
12 years, tho number of fatal acci­ 
dents has never been less than 70,- 
000 each year. 
The report credits the automobile 
with the largest entry in the annual 
accident 
mortality 
budget—14,000 
for 1922, IS per cent of all fatal acci­ 
dents for last year. 
The committee 
estimated that during each day in 
1922, 206 American 
citizens 
were 
killed by accident. 
Of this daily 
number, 
3 8 were automobile fatali­ 
ties. 
Accidental falls came second 
with 35. 
Drowning and burns total­ 
led 19 and IG respectively. 
In 109 cities in 1922, there were 
11.4 death per 10,000 cars registered 
and 12.8 per 10,000 population, the 
report said.

SALAD that is different and 
yet simple to prepare is the 
follow ing: 
Pear and Cream Cheese Salad.— 
Arrange halves of canned pears 
with a cube of tart jelly in the cav­ 
ity of each, placed round side up in 
pairs on a nest of lettuce for each 
serving. Cream the brick of cream 
cheese, adding enough cream to 
soften so that it may be spread like 
frosting over the pears; dip the 
knife In boiling water occasionally 
to make tile process simpler. Serve 
with a spoonful of stiff mayonnaise 
on the side of the salad plate.

Salad.—Re­ 
move the skin from a banana cut 
into quarters lengthwise and again 
crosswise, then roll in prtcan meats 
finely chopped. 
Peel two oranges 
and remove the center core. Insert 
a cube of banana in each slice. 
Serve eacli with two slices on let­ 
tuce. 
Pass French dressing. 
This 
will serve four portions. 
Shrimp Salad.—Drain a can of 
shrimps, rinse with cold water and 
remove the dark centers. Break In 
good-sized pieces and marinate with 
French 
dressing. 
Chill for tw’o 
hours, add one small bottle of 
stuffed olives and twelve tiny sw’eet 
pickles sliced, then add two table­ 
spoonfuls of pearl onions. Hollow* 
out six green peppers by removing 
the seeds and fiber and fill with this 
mixture.

whipped.

The male pris­ 
oners are to be allowed to continus 
tile use of the weed, however.

Friends of the Rhineland separa-

Meanw'hile, the separatists had be­ 
come so aroused that they attacked 
tbe green police and it was with dif­ 
ficulty that the military prevented 
further casualities.

its resting place in the Church of 
All-San its in the little town of Gran- 
ham for removal to Atlantic, it is 
the plan of those in charge of the 
excavation to take the body of Lady 
Oglethorpe to Am erica with that of 
her husband. 
Solemn 
religious 
services 
will 
m ark the disinterm ent and a bronz 
tablet will be placed over the grave 
in the G ranham church to com m em ­ 
orate th e event. 
Prim e M inister 
Stanley Baldwin. American am bass­ 
ador George Harvey, the archbishop 
of Canterbury and other distinguish­ 
ed personage- will be asked to parti­ 
cipate in the em barkation cerem on­ 
ies at Tilbury, w here an American 
bailieship will receive the bodies 
for conveyance to Savannah. 
It was from Tilbury near Grave­ 
send th a t Oglethorpe and his ventu­ 
resom e colonist set sail nearly 200 
y ars ago for the promised land of 
America. 
The battleship will follow 
the sam e course as the quaint three- 
masted schooner in 
which 
Ogle­ 
thorpe and his companions crossed 
the ocean. 
Answering the adverse 
criticism 
which arose in England 
over

disturbance of the grave, Dr. Thom - 
well Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe 
University, who will take the body 
to America, said: 
“The proposal is neither a private 
enterprize nor is it one involving the 
indiscrim inate disinterm ent of the 
rem ans of others, but it is a digni­ 
fied request of one great people of 
another, with the most reverent and 
solemn purpose. 
In seeking to have 
his body returned to the state w*hich 
he founded, planned and not nurished

Ambassador Hanihara of Japan believes 
that one blessing, at any rate, will follow 
from the great earthquake. 
He says that 
w hat America has done to relieve the suf­ 
fering and distress of the Japanese people 
has made it forever impossible for Ja p a ­ 
nese jingoes to stir up trouble between the 
two nations. 
The Japanese, he declares, 
have long memories. 
They will never for­ 
get the aid that America has given Japan 
inkier dark hour and the Japanese people 
will henceforward turn a deaf ear to the 
professional troublemakers who tell them 
th at they must arm against this country be­ 
cause America is a menace to Japan. 
Cynics may smile at this, and yet there 
m$y be much truth in it. 
It is not alto­ 
gether pertinent 
to point 
to the dislike 
which many Europeans are said to h a\e for 
us Sn spite of the extensive relief work car­ 


ried on in their countries* 
In the first 
place it is hard to make 
out 
just how 
widespread this dislike is; there may not 
be anything 
like 
as 
m u c h of it as some 
writers and travelers claim. 
In the second 
place, while we have done much tor cer­ 
tain European countries in the form of re­ 
lief work, many Europeans 
cannot 
help 
feeling that we have done great injury to 
Europe by withdrawing ourselves so com- 
oldtely from European allairs and refusing 
c assi t in the solution of Europe’s graver 


problems. 
Thus the attitude of many Eu­ 
ropeans toward us may represent, so to 
speak, a struggle between conflicting emo­ 
tions, gratitude on the one 
hand, resent­ 
ment on the other. 
No such complicating factor enters into 
the situation 
with 
regard to Japan. 
Of 
course, our anti-alien legislation is an old 
story, but it has not seemed to loom large 
of recent years in the Japanese mind. The 
results of the Washington conference have 
been exceedingly pleasing to the Japanese 
statesmen and diplomats. 
Now comes the 
great benefaction of American aid to the 
Japanese people bereaved and shaken by 
one of the most tremendous of all natural 
cataclysms. 
Despite the cynics Ambassa­ 
dor Hanihara 
is probably 
very 
largely 
right. 
The anti-American agitators among 
the Japanese will probably find that their 
propaganda is less 
popular 
than in the 
past.

A combination rat trap and dry- J 
mash feeder iu a rather novel addition 
to the poultry house.

HS TFIE wild fowl and other 
game are to be had at this sea­ 
son it is well to consider a few 
ways of preparing and serving it. 
Wild duck, rice hens and birds that 
eat both grains and bsh f.re often 
rather gurney in flavor. To remove 
some of the strong flavor, parboil 
them in water to which has been 
added a sliced carrot, an onion or 
two, sliced, and a half bunch of cel­ 
ery. 
When tender remove and fry 
brown in deep fat, using butter and 
lard; season well and serve with 
sliced oranges and French dressing 
for a salad, or with finely shredded 
cabbage dressed with sugar, vinegar 
and rich cream. Drop the cabbage 
after shredding In cold water to be­ 
come crisp, then drain, add the sea­ 
soning of salt, sugar and vinegar 
and enough cream to make a good 
dressing.

God came to him in U r of the Chal­ 
dees and said unto him: 
1. “Get thee out of thy country.” 
One is tied to his country with a 
strong bond.

Abraha I was not only to leave be­ 
hind him his native land, but his rela­ 
tives as well, even his father’s house.
